Mark W. Hamilton informs me that Alien 
III is shooting at Pinev*>od Studios, with Vincent ward (’The Navigator’) directing and Sigourney weaver 
starring. Will James Homer score it? I don't know. (Mark also notes to look for a Goldsmith cameo in 
Gremlins 2-- he's buying an ice cream cone) For David Lynch fans, his new film. Wild at Heart, has been 
scored by (who else?) Angelo Badalamenti. And, a3 Amer Khalid told me a while ago, Maurice Jarre is 
scoring ’Solar Crisis’, and John Barry will score ’Dances With Wolves’. In TV news, the EJnrry nominees 
have been announced for Achievement in Music Conposition (Dramatic Underscore) for: Series— ’Beauty and 
the Beast; A Time to Heal’, ’Matlock; The Clown’. ’Star Trek: The Next Generation; Yesterday's 
Enterprise’, and ’Twin Peaks; Episode 002’. Miniseries or Special— "Do You Know the Muffin Man’, ’The 
Kennedys of Mas3achusettes, Part III’, ’AT&T Presents Last Flight Out’, ’The Old Man and the sea’, ’People 
Like Us, Part II’, ’The Phantan of the Opera, Part II’, ’Hallmark Hall of Fame: The Shell Seekers’.
